“BRITISH SOCIETY MAKES BIG 
DISCOVERIES AT THEBES. 


Professor Petrie Tells of His Exca- 
vations In Egypt—Palace of, Phar- 
aoh Mentioned In Bible by Jere- 
miah Is Found at Memphis— | 
Golden Ornaments Are Found | 
Along: With Mummy. ‘ 


An interesting lecture describing 
the work of the British School of | 
Archaeology in Egypt during the last 
geason “was delivered by Professor 
Petrie the other evening at Univer- 
sity College. 

The work was divided into two por- 
tions. During the early part of the 
season extensive explorations were | 
made.in the hitherto unexplored val- | 
leys of Qurneh, the country of The- 
bes, and several most valuable firs | 
were made. 

One of the most interesting of these 
was the discovery of an undisturbed 
tomb of the period of the eleventh | 
dynasty, B.C. 2500, and of a curious 
Osiris chapel of a king named Sankh- { 
ka-ra. More importamt was the find 
of an untouched tomb of the seven- | 
teenth dynasty, about B.C. 1800—the 
simple furnjture of which was very 
remarkable. -Among the objects were 
a number of vases with a string net- | 
work of most remarkable fineness, by, 
which they were attached to a carry- 
ing pole, like a milkman’s ~ yoke. 
String bags of wonderful workman-

“Utmost Efficiency, Shown tn: Recent 
| 


: Mobilization. al 

A British arply corps was. called out 
for war-the te day, and afforded a 
fine object-lesson, of how quickly: and | 
éffectively British’ troops can be or- 
ganized nowadays: 

Never before in the history of the 
British army’ has,sv unexpected, and 
yet so complete, a mobilization been 
carried out. Nearly twenty thousand 
.men of all arms were lined up ‘ready 
to entrain, and it. was only by the ab- 
sence of a call to the Reservists that: 
the feat differed from what the auth- 


actual or threatened invasion. 

No warning of what was coming was 
given. At six o’clock in the ‘morning 
Lieut.-Gen. ‘Smith-Dorrien rode down 
to. the headquarters’ office and gave 


followed by the order for every unit 
in his command to turn out as rapidly 
as possible, fully mobilized, and ready 
for active service. 

The military telephones linking up 
the barracks were soon busy with the 
order, and mounted orderlies carried 
the summons to those officers who 
live out of barracks. 

Some of the battslions were already 
in the field; the Gloucesters, for in- 
stance, having‘ left barracks at four 
o’clock for a long day’s operations. 
They were summoned back by mount- | 
ed men and cyclist messengers, and 
within the hour every barracks was 
the. centre of activity. 

Wagons were dragged out and load- 
ed with stores, water-carts filled, am- 
munition drawn fromthe magazines | 
and distributed, end field Cressings ! 
and emergency rations issued,to the 
men with their metal identity discs 
and pocket ledgers.

At 
a depth of about ten feet the remains 
of -a large eaifice—about 400 feet long 
by 200 feét broad, with massive walls 
fifteen feet high—was discovered. It 
proved to be the palace of Apiries, or 
the Pharaoh Hophra of the Bible, 
B.C. 590, who is mentioned by Jerc- 
miah. It was a large edifice, consist- 
ing of many halls, or rooms, and two 
very large quadrangles, as_ well as | 
servants’ quarters, and in these latter 
were ‘the fireplaces and ovens for | 
cooking the royal dinners. 

he central hall was a large space | 


arge gateway, built of older material 
of the time of the twelfth dynasty, 
was found, the walls of which bore a 


series of interesting sculptures, re- | 
presenting the installation of the 
erown prince as vice ruler. During | 


the excavation of the palace very | 
‘large quantities of scale armor were | 
found, much of it of very fine work, | 
in steel, iron and bronze, probably 
borne by the Greek mercenaries of | 
the king, and which had been hastily 
thrown away. 

One of the most beautiful finds here 
was a silver-and-gold rest of a royal 
palanquin. It was of solid silver, 
weighing nearly two pounds, and-tn 
the centre was a head of the goddess 
Hathot, with a gold face and with a | 
bronze wig inlaid with gold and blue | 
one of the finest works of art ever | 
discovered. The exploration of the | 
Temple of Ptah produced many in- | 
teresting objects, among them a num- | 
ber of terra cotta heads of foreigners | 
who had-cume to Memphis during the 
Persian rule—Europeans with the 
curious Spanish matador feature and | 
side whiskers, Karians with their | 
cookscomb hat, as described by Her- 
jodotus. 

Very remarkable were two heads, | 
with very modern turbans anc dis. | 
tinctly Afghan features,- no doubt 
Parthian allies of the Persian ~ king. | 
Two temples of Meneptah, the Phar- | 
aoh of the Exodus, have been found, 
The discovery of the palace mound is 
most important, for no doubt stratified 
funder it ure the ruined palaces of | 
many dynasties, ‘perhaps éven that of 
Menes himself. 7
